All the 
figures by the Treasury depart- 
ment of late tend to show that the nation 
could hardly be better prepared for war 
than.it is at present. 
Not only are the receipts rapidly approach- 
ing the condition where there will be a 
continuous surplus, but the large export 
movement of the last year has placed the 
country in shape where it has balances with 
Buropean banks, so that there is no imme- 
diate danger of a serious run on the gold 
reserve. Thanks to the Union Pacific pay- 
ments the Treasury shows an actual sur- 
plus for the fiscal y p to date of $2,074,- 
213. There is a deficit for the first half of 
March of $995,022, but this will be entirely 
wiped out by the end of the week. 
The customs receipts today amounted to 
the wonderful sum of §1,319,737. If this 
rate were kept up for the rest of the month 
the total would be nearly $30,000,000. No 
such figures are anticipated, of course, but 
it is quite evident that March, 1898, is 
destined to show receipts from customs far 
exceeding any month during normal busi- 
ness conditions within the lastsix years. In 
March of last year, when the anticipatory 
importations were being rushed into the 
country, the total receipts were only $22,- 
838,856, and in April, when the abnormal 
movement was at its height, they were less 
than $2,000,000 more. The indications of re- 
eeipts of $20,000,000 for this month are par- 
gratifying, and, besides that, 
strengthen the Treasury at the very time 
when it needs it. The gold reserve has 
reached proportions which are almost em- 
berrassing, the stock of the yellow meta! 
in possession of the Treasury being now 
60,973,884 in excess of the established re-

| ytliing in the history of 
Treasury. The available cash 

after allowing for the established gold re- 
serve and the fifty millions appropriated for 
@ defense fund, is today §74,919,194, so that 
if necessary Congress could duplicate the 
extraordinary appropriation without re- 
sorting to a bond sale and without touching 
the fund reserved for the redemption of 
greenbacks. — 

The returns from the Bureau of Foreign 
Commerce continue to show a remarkably 
satisfactory condition of affairs. For the 
eight months ending with the beginning of 
March the United States had the enormous 
trade balance in its favor of $419,661,106. 
Just how great a fund is accumulating to 
the credit of the United States is shown by 
the fact that the balance of trade for 
the eight months of this fiscal year is over 
$100,000,000 more than for the same period 
in 1807, and for February, 1898, alone the 
balance of trade was $41,898,000. During 
the early part of 1807 there was an extraor- 
dinary movement of foreign products to this 

_ country to get the advantage derived from 
the low rates of duty under the Wilson law. 
in spite of that fact the exports of the 

“United States since Jan. 1, 1807, have ex- 
ceeded its imports by the enormous sum of 
$782,141,014. This would be sufficient to pay 
‘of the greenbacks more than twice over 
and have énough left to clean up all the other 
non-interest bearing debt not covered by 
coin. Figures like these have given the 
administration strength in the position 
which it is taking in regard to Cuba, for 
with an overflowing Treasury and almost 
unheard of balances of trade, reviving busi- 

ness conditions, and advancing prosperity, 
the President is able to continue his policy 
Without being hampered by the fear that he 
Will plunge the country into bankruptcy. 
The published reports of the Treasury and 
the general condition of the business of the 
country have therefore justified Secretary 

Gage in declaring repeatedly at the Cabinet 
meetings that while he is entirely opposed to 
War except as the last resort to preserve 
‘the national honor, he still feels confident 
that a war loan of almost any reasonable 
proportion could readily be taken by Amer- 
ican citizens, and that it would simply result 
in bringing out the hoards which have ac- 
cumulated during the long period of economy 


and liquidation. >

Twenty-six Are Injured, Four 
of Whom May Die.

The Ayer Building, 215-221 Wabash ave- 
nue, was destroyed yesterday by a fire which 
will rank among the city’s calamities, rival- 
ing the worst in flerceness and rapidity. In 
these respects it recalls the burning of the 
great World’s Fair buildings and the Col- 
iseum destruction. It is second in horror. 
only to the burning of the Cold Storage 
house at the World's Fair, in which a score 
or more of persons perished. 

The number of lives lost is uncertain. 
Three human bodies were carried to a 
morgue within the first hour of the tire. 
Fourteen other persons are missing. Some 
of them no doubt are dead. Twenty-six

He Warns the President That the Peo- 
ple Are Impatient at the Delay in 
Taking Decisive Steps with Spain 
Respecting the Maine Explosion 


Aspect of the Situation--Indemnity 
| for the Loss of Life Not Acceptable, 


New York, March 16.—[{Special.]—A dis- 
patch to the Journal from Washington says: 
Mr. President, permit me to say that the 
Republican party in this country will sup- 
port you just as long as it believes that you 
intend to carry out a vigorous American 


| policy in the Cuban question,“ said Repre- 


sentative Cyrus Adams Sulloway (Repub- 
lican) of New Hampshire to the President 


The people of this country, at this junc- 
ture, will not consent to any weakening, but 
will insist upon prompt punishment of the 
miscreants responsible for the Maine dis- 
aster and a prompt abatement of the 
wretched Cuban conditions.”’ 

Do you really think, Mr. Sulloway, that 
the people desire war? Is it not possible 
that they may want war now, and in a few 
months would regret that war had been 
brought on?!“ 

“ This is not a people of regrets, Mr. Presi-

>be built cheaply and speedily, and it nas 
therefore accumulated a strong fleet and 
still. has more buliding. According to the 
last report the Spanish government owned 
nine torpedo gun vessels, fifteen first, and 
three second class torpedo boats, while the 
United States has one torpedo gun vessel 
and seven first-class © boats. 

The disproportion between the two navies 
in this regard is increased by the fact that 
for the peculiar exigencies of the Cuban 
service Spain purchased and built a white 
equddron of small launches and gunboats 
admirably adapted for service in shallow 
Waters and small inlets Torpedo boats, 
naval officers agree, are practically useless 
any great distance from their base of sup- 
plies, am they have really no cruising capa- 
eity in their coal bunkers. For instance, 
one of the large type, the Porter, has a 
bunker capacity of only seventy-six tons, 
afid at Its tremendous forced speed of twen- 
ty-eight knots this would soon be exhausted.

Various Becretaries of the Navy for years 
past have urged the policy of strengthening 
the navy at the two extremee—the( is to 
say, that this country should confine Its at- 
tention largely to heavy battleships and 
torpedo boats. Long ago Secretary Herbert 
aid that the military value of a com- 
merce-déstroying fleet is easily overrated. 

Cruisers often create consternation among

At 
the same time they say the possession of 
a fleet of torpedo boats by this country 
would not necessarily cripple Spain's tor- 
pedo craft, for when one is opposed to the 
otner the result is exceedingly uncertain, 
as torpedo boais offer too small a mark to be 
easily hit by other torpedoes. If this were 
true the ordinary ships could be, classed

“In view of the threatening attitude of 
the United States and the general uncer- 
tainty of the situation, the French security 
holders have decided to allow the island to 
be sold for $150,000,000 in American cash.“ 

Another prominent banker, who did not 
wish to be quoted, said the Belmonts act- 
ing as American agent for the Rothschilds 
were at the head of the syndicate represent- 
ing the French security holders, un- 
doubtedly were working for the sale ofthe 
securities.

The presence of these 
high officials of the American government 
at a special Cabinet council would at once 
be exploited by the government organs at 
Madrid and Havana as significant of Amer- 
ica’s tentative consideration of the plan of 
autonomy, which sounds so liberal and 
means #0 little. 

The committee of the Spanish casino ball 
to the officers of the Spanish fleet the other 
night put a deliberate slight upon the offi- 
cers of the Montgomery.

GREAT BRITAIN ALARMS SPAIN. 


Exercised by the Prince of 
Wales’ Attitude on Cuba and 
Other Developments.

Havana, March 16.—Secretary General 
Congosto has furnished another interna- 
tional incident. His latest exploit interests 
Consular representatives of European gov- 
ernments in Havana. 

On Tuesday Congosto called on British 
Consul eral Gollan in great excitement 
and demanded to know if it were true that 
the Prince of Wales had declared in favor 
of American intervention in Cuba and had 
intimated that England would uphold such 
action. Congosto also wanted an explana- 
tion of the aileged circumstance that English 
and American flags were flying together at 
a Cuban demonstration in New York. 

The British Consul General was not able 
to inform him as to the correctness of either 
report and had no official message to com- 
municate regarding the Prince of Walés or 
the attitude of the English government. 
Congosto’s call on Consul Gollan was in 
keeping with his demand for an explanation 
from General Lee when the latter was said 
to have reported officially to the State de- 
partment on the failure of autonomy. It 
shows the great tension under which the 
Spanish officials are laboring and their 
anxiety regarding the attitude of European 
governments towards intervention. 

That most of the European Consuls have 
reported intervention as inevitable is well 
understood, and the authorities are sensi- 
tive on the subject. The German representa- 
tive has been strictly neutral from begin- 
ning. The Italian Consul has given no in- 
dications favorable to Spanish sovereignty. 
The Austrian Consul's position has been gov- 
erned by the Queen Regent’s Austrian blood. 
His action in ostentatiously contributing 
$500 to a local society which is raising funds 
to build a Spanish war vessel is accepted by 
the Spanish classes as practical evidence of 
support by the government he represents. 

The departure of Captain Sampson and his 
associates on the naval board of inquiry is 
taken to mean that they are wanted to bein 
more direct communication with Washing- 
ton. Judge Advocate General Marix will 
proceed at once to the capital. The return 
of the board to Havana was left open, yet 
there is nothing to bring it back. The 
Maine is sinking deeper in the mud. The 
superstructure of the wreck is nearly all 
cleared way, and work is now directed to 
the cannon, Little has been added this 
week to the evidence that the keel was 


broken by an outside explosion. The first - 


proofs on that point were so conclusive as 
to leave nothing for confirmation. Divers 
have been left on duty, but their labors are 
confined to bringing up wreckage. 

How far the board has found evidence 
which would fix the identity of the parties 
who blew up the ship is conjectural. The 
intimation is made that in giving a full 
review of the facts indicating foul play 
no references will be made to the sup- 
posed identity of the conspirators. The 


board will neither by implication hold the 


Spanish authorities responsible nor acquit 
them of responsibility. . 

The probability is that Admiral Sicard will 
be able to transmit the board’s findings to 
the Navy department within a week. 


MAY BE GIVEN HIS PASSPORTS. 


Minister from Austria-Hungary Is Re- 


ported to Have Recently Insulted 
Assistant Secretary Day. 


New York, March 16.—[{Special.]—A dis:

The story is circulated here tonight that 
Ladislaus Hengelmiiller von Hengervar, 
the Minister of Austria-Hungary, is in more 
imminent danger of being given his pass- 
port than was Sefior de Lome in the most 
critical period of his recent diplomatic 
troubles.

They thought they had discovered this the 
first time they descended in the place where 
divers had been seen measuring and sound- 
ing. But when the officials objected strong- 
ly to that report, knowing full well that 
euch is absolute proof of an exterior explo- 
sion, the divers again sought the Maine's 
bow, where it ought to be if the ship was 
unbroken and untwisted. 

They then found the anchor and thought 
the bow was there. But when the Maine’s 
plans, always open to their inspection, 
showed the anchor to be sixty feet back of 
the bow, and when they found nothing but 
mud where this sixty feet of bow and ram 
ougnt to be, then they started round again 
to port. Yesterday afternoon they told their 
officers that the Maine was surely broken 
in two, that they were convinced they had 
found its bow where they first thought it 
was. These men tell the truth to supertors, 
and I will produce competent sworn testi- 
mony as to what their reports have actually 
been.

If secrecy indicates anything in the State, 
War, and Navy departments the day has 
had an ominous aspect. No one consented 
to contribute to the stock of public knowl 
edge upon the Maine disaster or upon our 

relations with Spain. There were many 
significant things which betrayed them- 
selves despite the reticence of the officials. 
The silence had the effect of increasing ru- 
mor and exciting gossip, which none of the 
authorities would Uther affirm or deny. 

Assistant Secretary Day vouchsafed noth- 
ing in regard to the statement that Sefior 
Polo y Bernabe had asked explanation for 
the American activity in naval and military 
matters. He maintained a strict silence 
also when he heard the statement that the 
State department had today sent the Span- 


ish Minister a sharp letter, which reminded. 


him that the purchase of material by this 

country and the preparatiors for hostilities 
were not undertaken until the government 
at Madrid had similarly exposed its own 
plans. 

The one subject of significance upon which 
naval officials deign to talk is the order 
sending the Fern to Havana to relieve the 
Montgomery there. The latter ship will re- 
turn to Key West tomorrow and rejoin the 
north Atlantic squadron. 

It was explained that the Fern had com- 
pleted its errand of mercy in delivering 
Cuban relief supplies at Sagua, that it was 
better adapted to the work on the wreck in 
Havana harbor than the Montgomery, and 


that the latter vessel was of more use with 


the squadron than in what must always be 
regarded as a perilous position. There was 
a suspicion that this explanation was thus 
readily supplied inquirers for the purpose 
of erresting idle report, which might or 
might not hit upon some other cause for 
withdrawing the Montgomery from Havana. 


Bids Received for Construction. 


Bids were opened today in the Bureau 
of Yards and Docks for more than $1,000,- 
000 worth of construction and other work, 
which will be done at the Key West naval 
station and the new supply depot at Dry 
Tortugas. Most of this work consists of the 
erection of metal sheds for the storage of 

coal. There are provisions for housing 
fuel at the Key West station, but additional 
sheds, some of them 200 feet in length, will 
be built at once, giving a total storage ca- 
pacity at that point of more than 20,000 
tons. Two immense steel sheds will be built 
at Dry Tortugas capable of storing 20,000 
tons. Wharves will be erected, and Tortugas 
harbor will be dredged of 300,000 cubic yards 
of material, so as to provide a deep channel 
circling Fort Jefferson, where the coal will 
be stored, and where the army will maintain 
fortifications. This channel will afford 
easy access to the coal sheds and the supply 
depot. It will be lighted by electpic lights, 
eo that ships may enter and coal without 
Waiting for daylight. 

This mecessitates erecting an electric 
plant, for which bids were opened in the 


Bureau of Equipment this morning. The 


expense of construction is increased by the 
fact that Key West and Dry Tortugas are 
dificult of access, and the delivery of ma- 
terial at those points will add to the cost. 
The lowest bid has not yet been ascertained, 
but the proposttions received today show 
that the estimates of the experts will be 
greatly exceeded, dnd that the cost of con- 
verting Key West and Dry Tortugas into 
adequate and accessible bases of supply will 
Amount to more than $1,000,000. 

The naval Bureau of Ordnance has been 
allotted $5,000,000 of the $50,000,000 emer- 
gency funds, and has already let contracts 
for material, which must be promptly de- 
livered. This includes rapid fire guns of the

Other Evidencés of an Emergency. 


It was expected that no transfers of ships 
to the official register would be made until 
they were thoroughly examined to ascertain 
their utility. It is accepted as another evi- 
dence of the emergency of the situation that 
the department did not await the arrival 
in England of Commander Brownson, who 
was sent abroad ostensibly to negotiate for 
fofeign vessels. No attempt has been made 
to send Constructor Linnard, who was 
chosen as the expert to look into the struct- 
ural condition of the contemplated pur- 
chases. 

The Navy department will in a few days 
send out public advertisements for machin- 
ists and sailors for the navy. The board of 
naval officers which left last week for the 
South to secure men for the service has 
started in with its work. It is not yet 
known what will be the results of this im- 
portant and unusual trip. In the East there 
are many applicants for the enlisted places, 
but few of the men come up to the require- 
ments, and there are many rejections for 
physical or mental reasons. Twenty-five 
men were sent from Washington today to 
Philadelphia for the Minneapolis, and 100 
more will be sent on Monday. Within a 
week both the Columbia and Minneapolis 
are expected to have a full complement of 
men. About 150 men of the 473 additional 
strength authorized for the enlisted force 
of the marine corps have been secured, and 
it is expected the authorities will obtain the 
full quota in about a week. 

Nothing further has been done in relation 
to the auxiliary ships, and the naval au- 
thorities insist nothing is likely to be done 
unless there is actual war. The St. Louis of 
the American line sailed today without 
Commander W. D. Bmory, who was to have 
been à passenger on the ship, and who was, 
in the event of war, to have become its 
commanding officer. He remains in Wash- 
ington, and says there is no likelihood of 
the St. Louis or other vesels being put into 
service until there is an outbreak. He is 
in favor of having these ships pressed into 
service previous to that event, but his view 
is not shared by Secretary Long. Com- 
mander Emory is a member of the Board of 
Inspection and Survey, and will visit Nor- 
folk on Saturday to Inspect the torpedo boat 
Rodgers, which has just been repaired, and 
which will proceed to Newport at once and 
receive its torpedo outfit. 


Confer Relative to Dry Docks. 


Chairman Cannon of the House Appropri- 
ations committee had a conference this 
morning with Secretary Long and Secretary 
Alger. Chairman Boutelle and some of the 
other members of the Committee on Naval 
Affairs spént most of the morning at the 
Navy department looking into the dry dock 
matter. They wanted to find out how the 
experts stood on the question of type of dock 
to be constructed. The civil engineers rec- 
ommend masonry structures and the 
naval constructors are in favor of timber 
docks. Mr. Boutelle found that he could 
not agree with his associates on the locality 
and number of docks and left the committee- 
room today and allowed the members to re- 
main to decide for themselves and for the 
committee the extent of the proposed ap- 
propriations for these structures. 

Orders from the War department which 
will mass the infantry, and cavalry on the 
sea coast, and on occasion lead to the mil- 
itary occupation of Cuba, have been com- 
pleted. They will be kept secret until there 
is not any further hope of peace. The final 
orders for the movement of these troops to 
the sea coast fortifications or to points where 
they can be placed on board transports may 
be accepted, so department officials say, as 
the indisputable evidence of war. 

The newly purchased Mayflower will be 
fitted with a number of the six-inch rapid 
guns, each throwing a shell of 100 pounds. 
It will also carry torpedo tubes and a num- 
ber of the smaller rapid-ffring guns. Its 
vitals, that is, the portion of its hull adja- 
cent to the boilers and engines, will be 
covered with thin armor. The purchase was 
made from the Ogden Goelet estate. 


SIZING UP MERCHANT VESSELS. 


Members of the Subcommittee of the 


Auxiliary Naval Board Inspect 
Ships at Boston. 


Boston, Mass., March 16.—[{Special.]— 
Lieutenant Nathan Sargent and Assistant 
Engineer A. F. Dixon of the United States 
navy, who compose the subcommittee of the 
A Naval board, were in Boston to- 
day. They came to look over some of the 
merchant steam vessels, which, in case of 
war, could be taken by the government. 
The board will look over the Herman Win- 
ter and the H. M. Whitney of the Metro- 
politan iine, some vessels of Baltimore and 
Philadelphia lines, and perhaps one or two 
others. 

Steamship lines flying the American flag, 
with agents in this city, are five in number— 
the Baltimore line, the Clyde, Ur Charles- 
ton line, the Philadelphia line, the Metropoli- 
tan line, ard the vannah line. These 
lines control twenty steamers, all fast 
boats of good size, and, with the exception 
of one, all can be turned into swift com- 
merce destroyers effectively armed. 

The Boston and Baltimore line has some 
particularly fast flyers—the Fairfax, How- 
ard, Gloucester, and Juanita. The Fairfax 
alone,, Captain Johnson says, cannot be 
used as a commerce destroyer. Its cylin- 
ders are above deck, and a shell would ef- 
tectually conclude its career. The other 
boats could be turned into ideal commerce 
destroyers on account of their terrific speed 
and practicability of carrying a serviceable 
battery. 

Ot the Baltimore line there are four steam- 
ers, all of deep draft and very fast—the H. 
M. Whitney, the General Whitney, H. F. 
Dimock, and the Herman Winter. These 
boats would be especially available for car- 

ing supplies. 
of the Philadelphia line there are the 
Indian, Parthian, and Spartan, magnificent 
boats, of deep draft and very speedy. They 
could be used to great advantage as light 
armored commerce destroyers or as trans- 


rts. 

Ot the Savannah line there are five boats, 
all great sea boats and of considerable speed 
—the City of Savannah, City of Macon, 

ttahoochee, City of Birmingham, and 
the Bay State. 

The Clyde line has four steamers that 
could be used by the government—the George 
W. Clyde, Morgan City, Delaware, and the 
Jacksonville.

Spain’s Infamous Acts. 


A MERE STOCK GAMBLER. 


He Has No Appreciation of a Na- 
tional Wrong or Insult. 


WOULD HYPNOTIZE M’KINLEY 


New York, March 16.—Senator Stephen B. 
Elkins, in a signed statement in the World, 
says: 

“The American people should treat Spain 
in this present state of affairs just as sha 
would treat any other nation. Conscious of 
her strength and desiring to be just, the 
United States cannot afford to be other 
than fair in her conduct toward Spain. She 
has no difficulty with Spain and seeks none. 

“Up to this moment the United States 
has no cause for war with Spain. Spain is 
simply trying to hold what belongs to her 
and what has been hers for the last century 
or more, just as any other nation would do, 
and just as the United States did in the 
civil war. The United States did all it could 
then to prevent the independence of the 
Southern States. 

Cuba has fought for three years for in- 
dependence. The South, with more claims 
tor independence, with a capital, a Congress, 
postal facilities, and the like, possessed of 
one-third of the republic, with an army 
equal to any that the world has ever seen, 
fought four years and the United States 
steadily resented and resisted any idea of 
intervention or recognition. It seems to me 
the United States laid down a doctrine of | 
non-intervention in our civil war from which 
she cannot easily and with consistency 
depart. 

Freedom Without War. 

“As to freeing Cuba without war. If 
Cuba can drive Spain from the island she 
will secure her independence. Before the 
United States secured its independence the 
armies of England on United States soil 
surrendered. The United States has no 
more to do with the war between Spain and 
Cuba than any other nation on earth. When- 
ever it becomes just and right for the 
United States to recognize the independence 
of Cuba it will be just and right for all 
other nations to do the same thing, especial- 
ly the governments on this continent. This, 
of course, will end the Cuban war and other 
difficulties. What Cuba would do afterward . 
I cannot say. 

The independence of Cuba will not solve 
the entire Cuban problem. The question 
will remain whether Cuba can govern her- 
self in case she should secure her inde- 
pendence. 

Suggests a Money Indemnity. — 

“The most the United States could do 
would be to demand a money indemnity, 
but just what the United States would do |, 
in the event that it is shown that the Maine 
was blown up is not clear. There are no 
precedents. If Spain should disavow any 
knowledge or participation in the blowing 
up of the Maine, and insist on submitting 
the matter of paying indemnity to a court of 
arbitration, at the same time expressing a 
willingness to abide by the decision of the 
court, I do not think the United States could 
well afford to refuse. 

If Spain had nothing to do with the blow- 
ing up of the Maine, and it was an act of 
irresponsible parties, it was a crime against 
humanity and civilization, as much against 
Spain as against the United States. I don’t 
think the United States is called upon any 
more than Mexico or South America to take 
action now in Cuban matters. 

Friends of Cuba in the United States are 
doing most of the fighting for Cuba. They 
are the cause of the most of the war feeling 
that now prevails in the United States. 
They are willing, in order to secure inde- 
pendence, that the United States should go 
to war with Spain. 

1 think more of the United States and 
her people and interests than I do of the 
Cuban cause or Cuban independence, and I 
am not willing to go to war simply to secure 
Cuban ependence.

Men Plunge from Windows and 4 Band

: Save. | 

Only five minutes were granted to those 
who sought to save their lives. There was 
a chance for safety in the first two minutes. 
To escape during the last three minuies was 
to battle with flame and fire, to strive in 
the face of flery biasts which swept from 
every window, to struggle on in spite of 
molten glass raining in torrents on the 
hands and faces of victims. 

One man fought for his life with all the 
daring of a sailor mounting the mainmast 
in the fury of a hurricane. With scorching 
clothes and face, he appeared at a window 
of the sixth floor.

John Pecknhey, an 18-year-old lad employed 
by the Chicago Cloak company, saved a halt 
dozen girls from jumping from the second- 
story windows by making a human ladder 
of his body when he found that there waa 
no ladder at hand long enough to reach the 
fire escape.

Daniel Portley, a fireman, is one of the 
heroes of the fire. He was injured and nar- 
rowly escaped being burned to death. Port- 
ley was the first man to reach the roof of the 
structure, and with a hose in his hands 
worked his way to a place of vantage. He 
stuck to his post, though, until the east wall 


of in the smoke, but finally escaped. 

Harry Gleason, who ran the elevator in 
the ill-fated building, was another hero. He 
ran the elevator up and down through ihe 
smoke and flames until it could go no more, 
for the fact that the iron cross beams at the 
top were tumbling down. When finally he 
quitted his post all the living had escaped. 

William St. John was the other herolc 


elevator in the rear of the building when the 
alarm was given. He ran to the top, but 
so slowly did the machine move that he 
could only make two or three trips before 
the shaft was on fire and the elevator ma- 
chinery refused to work. St. John ran the 
elevator to the last and saved almost ali 
who found their way to the rear shaft. 

A few minutes after the flames burst out 
a woman started down the rear fire escape. 
It ended at the second floor and she hung 
there helpless. The alley was like a fur- 
nace, but brave Joseph Strauss and three 
companions raised a ladder and rescued her. 
Few of those who jumped and were caught 
in the canvas wagon cover knew they owed 
their lives to C. B. Collery. He was the 
first to think of the device and, with halt 
a dozen other brave men, stood close to the. 
tottering walls and caught men and women 
as plunged down from the upper floors, 
His place was finally taken by Oscar Long.

SCENES AT THE BIG | FIRE. 


Shoppers on the o Way to Luncheon Have 
Many Exciting Experiences They . 
Little Expected. 


At the same instant that ‘the frst half 
crazed occupants of the building threw 
themselves into the life nets of the firemen 
or were crushed to death on the pavement 
10,000 men and women, half a block from the 
fire in State street and Jacksoh boulevard, 
were sauntering carelessly past: the shop 
Windows or thinking of theirluncheon. The 
fire had been burning people to death for 
five minutes, but the immense crowds of 
shoppers only a half-block away had heard 
nothing of it. Only a few people outside of 
Wabash avenue knew of the tragedy that 
was taking place. 

At 11 o’clock one of the fire steamers from 
a down-town engine- house came rattling 
down Jackson boulevard across State street. 
The crowd séattered to let it pass, and that 
was the first that State street knew of a 
fire. Then the streams of shoppers, street 
venders, and salesmen hurrying out to 
luncheon started to follow the steamer. 

Ambulances, extension ladders, and lum- 
bering water towers cut through the crowds 
of shoppers and threatehed to crush them 
under the wheels. Every few minutes a fire 
steamer stopped at a hydrant, sometimes 
two blocks away from the fire, a pipeman 
opened a plug prematurely, and 4 — the 
women could gather their skirts and flee a 
deluge of rusty water covered them. Then 
a cloud of cinders and soot belched out as 
the engine got to work and completed the 
ruin of spring toilets. 

Only a small portion of the crowds saw 
the thrilling escapes and the human beings 
falling from the blazing windows. The fire 
flashed out of the building so suddenly, and 
the smoke became so dense, that only those 
close to the Conovgr Building got more than 
a glimpse of the tragedies. Within fifteen 
minutes the smoke from the twenty-five 
steamers and from the burning building it- 
self had turned a half dozen down-town 
blocks from noon to midnight.

The insurance 
on structure and contents of the Frederick 
Ayer building, 215 to 221, completely de- 
stroyed, was $380,100. On the Holbrook 
building at 213, where the loss was only part, 
was $55,000 insurance, and on the contents 
of the building at 223 the insurance was

This is testified to by Senator Proctor, who 
passed through the Southern Atlantic States 
on Ms recent trip to Cuba, and many others 
who have had occasion to visit the South. 
At a recent meeting of business-men of 
Waco, Tex., a proposition to offer the Pres- 
ident a loan for war purposes without inter- 
est met with cordial indorsement, and the 
opinion war expressed that the South would 
furnish $100,000,000 on the same conditions 
should there be occasion for the governmert 
to make a war loan. Of the persons partici- 
pating in the meeting it is said that all but 
one had served in the Confederate army 
Auring the late civil war, and he was too 
young. Such evidences of patriotism are 
worth all the present war excitement is 
costing the country.

The loss 6n 
merchandise and buildings is heavy, though 
it sinks into insignificance as compared with 
the loss of fifteen human lives and the burn- 
ing or maiming of thirty other persons. 
The fire broke out suaaenly, spread rapidly, 
and burned fiercely, and but for the noble 
efforts of the police and firemen, the loss 
of life would have beem undoubtedly still 
larger. The poor victims of the flre were 
caught in a veritable trap from which the 
means of escape were pitiably inadequate. 
Panic added to the terrors of the situation 
and while there were many instances of 
personal bravery in coming to the rescue 
at the risk of life amid the terrors of the 
fire, explosions, and falling walls, and in 
saving many persons, the list of victims is 
exceptionally large. It was a sad day’s work 
and emphasizes the imperative necessity of 
providing buildings in which large numbers 
of people are employed with’ plenty of 
means of exit.

Over nine months have elapsed since 
these men made the Allen bill a law by their 
votes, Not one of them has condescended 
to explain his motives, Not one of them 
has taken his constituents into his conf- 
dence so far as to state whether he was 
actuated by a desire to injure the city 
which he represented or to smirch himself. 
Not one of them has stated why a 
measure, which enabled boodle Aldermen 
to give fifty-year franchises to traction 
companies, was hedged about with pro- 
visions which would have made the pay- 
ment of adequate compensation by those 
companies a necessary condition of a grant 
of valuable privileges. 

No Cook County man has explained any- 
thing. Neither has Allen, the author of 
the law, who has been able to secure a 
renomination. He has stated that it is a 
good bill.“ But he has not stated that 
it enables a corrupt Council to rob the 
city of three millions and more of revenue 
annually which it should receive from the 
traction companies for the use of six or 
seven hundred miles of streets. ' 

Instead of making explanations calcu- 
lated to remove the dark cloud of suspected 
boodling which enveloped the Allen law, 
the men who passed it devoted their 
energies to secure the punishment of news- 
papers which had dared to demand an ex- 
planation. 

They repealed a law which mitigated to 
some degree the unjust rigor of the old 
libel law and they endeavored to make 
that law more severe than it ever was. 

At the special session the same men, 
actuated by the same “revenge” spirit, 
endeavored to subject the newspapers to 
double taxation. Such a measure passed 
the Senate, even though all the manufactur- 
ing corporations in the State would have 
suffered as well as the newspapers. Buta 
“tip” from the Governor that such legis- 


position of the manufacturers killed that 
scheme, | 

Those Cook County members who voted 
for the Allen law were able this week to 
see the first fruits of that measure, By 
their law they have made Aldermanships 
more desirable in the eyes of boodlers than 
they ever were before. The supporters of 
the Allen law have spread a rich feast and 
have invited all the knavés to break into 
the Council if they can and partake of it.

THE PRIMARY ELECTION LAW. 

The first trial of the new primary elec- 
tion law has been made. The Democrats, 
who rarely used the old law and preferred 
to hold free-for-all primaries, were com- 
pelled to hold their primaries under the new 
law, and it must be admitted that the out- 
come was better than it would have 
under the old system. ö 

In some wards bad men have been nom- 
inated for Aldermen whom the“ machine 
would not have allowed to be nominated if 
the primaries had been run in the old way. 
But the machine would have nominated 
men no more honest than those actually se- 
lected. 

It is reasonably certain that good men 
like Maypole, Schlake, Sexton, Walker, 
ete., would not have carried their wards if 
the compulsory primary election law had 
not been enacted. It is hard to point to an 
instance where a decent candidate who was 
defeated would have succeeded had the 
law not been enacted. 

On the whole the law appears to have 
been fairly well enforced. In one. ward 
there was a small riot, and there are com- 
plaints that in some others the judges did 
not comply strictly with the law. A por- 
tion of these complaints may be unfounded. 
In other cases the judges may have made 
slight mistakes because they were not 
familiar with the new law. 
Tn several of the wards the faction to 
which the committeemen belonged was de- 
feated by the opposing faction. This, 
which could not have happened under the 
old fégime, indicates that the votes were 
fairly cast and counted. The vote was 
much larger than that usually cast at Dem- 
ocratic primaries. 

This was noticeably the case in the Twen- 
ty-second Ward, where Colvin got the nom- 
ination. He got it simply because a de- 
cided majority of the Democrats who cared

But it is to be hoped that the Mayor will 
not abandon that opposition, even though 
Colvin is the choice of the party.”

In that way Colvin can be 
kept out of the Council and the traction 
companies will lose a friend. 

As the primary election law has worked 
‘well, on the whole, in the ease of the Dem- 
ocrats, since but for it they would not have 
nominated as many decent men as they 
have, it is to be expected that it will work 
‘equally well in the case of the Républicans. 
They hold their primaries tomorrow, There 
should be a large vote, and that vote should 
be cast for reputable candidates. 


WASHINGTON. 

The former editor of the London St. 
James’ Gazette, who is now in this country, 
has written a letter to that paper in which 
he declares that “the British would not 
have endured such savagery at their doors 
as has been carried on in Cuba, and that 
“the Spaniards would have been cleaned 
out of Cuba, bag and baggage, long ago.” 

So they would have been. And they would 


have been cleaned out long ago by Amer- 


icans if the hypnotists of Wall street had 
not exercised a strange spell over Presi- 
dents and Congresses, That spell is yet un- 
broken, and there are no indications at 
Washington of an intention on the part of 
those in authority to do what England 
would have felt her honor and self-respect 
impelled her to do long ago under similar 
circumstances. 

“ General Delay” is in command, with 
such able lieutenants as Senator Hanna of 
Ohio and Senator Elkins, stock jobbers of 
Wall street, to carry out his orders. 
The report of the court of inquiry on the 
cause of the warship Maine’s catastrophe 
is held back in the hope that hot and in- 
dignant public indignation may cool down. 
Congress votes no war taxes. It does not 
authorize the President to make war loans 
if necessary, and he does not ask for any. 
It waits on the President. He waits on 
Hanna, and Hanna waits on Wall street, 
and Wall street waits to gamble in stocks, 
and the country wonders why nothing is 
done. 

Senator Elkins of West Virginia, who 
has, it is reported, the “run of the White 
House,” declares that “ up to the present 
time the United States has no cause for 
war or quarrel with Spain.” Is the de- 
struction of the warship Maine nothing in 
his eyes? It is not, according to Elkins. 
He asserts that if Spain disavows any 
guilty knowledge in the premises and calls 
for a court of arbitration, “ 1 do not think 
the United States could well afford to re- 
fuse —and with a wink at his Wall street 
confederates, “ That will use up years in 
diplomatic negotiations, while we shear the 
lambs and let the honor of the country take 
care of itself.“ 

The United States, it seems, must refuse 


nothing which Spain proposes. If Spain is 


willing to let a board of arbitrators—the odd 
man being some foreign potentate—decide 
how much the United States should receive 
for 260 murdered seamen this country must 
consent. It will not if the people rule. 

A Treasury official, whom the Associated 
Press correspondent calls “a personal 
friend of President McKinley,” states that 
“there will be no war,” that an indemnity 
will be demanded for the Maine, and that 
will be the end of the matter, for the au- 
thorities are satisfied that the Spanish 
“ government did not blow up the Maine. 

This same“ personal friend“ of the Presi- 
dent states that all the war preparations ”’ 
which are making were what the country 
has needed for twenty years, and that “in 
a short time we shall be comfortably forti- 
fied against any invasion from a foreign 
country "—even poor, decrepit Spain will 
not keep our amiable President awake at 
night in dreadful apprehension of the awful 
Spaniards! 

Does this personal friend“ of the 
dent speak by the card? Who is he? Is 
he Senator Hanna? Is it true that Con- 
gress has voted 50 millions for defense and 
not a cent for offense? Is the President 
using up 50 millions so that this country 
may not tremble at the prospect of another 
Spanish Armada with Weyler in command? 
That would be awful for this country until 
a man was in command once more. 

These are yesterday's advices. A cor- 
respondent’ of a Chicago evening paper 
charges boldly that “ the President is look- 
ing for a hole through which he can crawl, 
and thereby escape the cost the mainte- 
nance of our national honor must entail.” 

No doubt Senators Hanna and Elkins, 
Wall street stock jébbers, and the whole 
army of peace at any price patriots “ are 
trying desperately to crowd the President 
through such a hole. They are striving to 
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use and make him the beslimed tool of stock 


gamblers. At least they seem to be so act- 
ing. They are endeavoring apparently to

THE LATE SIR HENRY BESSEMER. 

In the death of Sir Henry Bessemer, the 
distinguished inventor of Bessemer steel, 
which occurred at London on Monday even- 
ing last, the world has lost one of its great- 
est benefactors. Tus Trisunp has already 
printed the statistics showing the enhanced 
production and the reduction in the prices 
caused by the discovery of the process con- 
nected with his name, from which we 
quote: 

In the year 1877, notwithstanding the depres- 
sion of trade, the Bessemer steel produced in 
Great Britain’ alone amounted to 750,600 tons, or 
fifteen times the total of the former method of 
manufacture, while the selling price averaged 
only £10 per ton, and the coal consumed in pro- 
ducing it was less by 3,500,000 tons than would 
have been required in order to make the same 
quantity of steel by the o.d, or Sheffield, process. 
The total reduction of cost is equal to about 
£30,000,000 sterling upon the quantity manufac- 
‘tured in England during the year; and in this 
way steel has been rendered available for à vast 
number of purposes in which ite qualities are of 
the greatest possible value, but from which its 
high price former.y excluded it. During the same 
ear the Bessemer steel manufactured in the five 
other countries in which the business is chiefly 
conducted—namely: the United States, Belgium, 
Germany, France, and Sweden—raised the total 
output to 1,874,278 tons, with a net selling value 
ot about £20,000,000 sterling. 
Extraordinary honors from all nations 
were heaped upon Sir Henry Bessemer after 
his discovery, and they were richly de- 
served. He was a great benefactor of man- 
kind. He has done more to make people 
happy and contented by increasing their 
comfort than thousands of others who have 
posed as benefactors in a more ostentatious 
manner. By making steel cheap he cheap- 
ened the cost of transportatian by rail and 
water. He gave the world cheap rails, 
' locomotives, and steamboat engines. He 
reduced the cost of transp ‘tation from the 
farms to the cities and from the citics to 
the farms. His influence ia this direction 
| has been felt from the prairi> farms in Ne- 
braska and the far West to New York ond 
Liverpool and in everything in which cheap

WALL STREET SCARE LIES. 

A “staff correspondent” of a peace at 
any price afternoon paper in this city 
telegraphs from Washington that “ the. 
heavy battalions are fighting for peace. 
Washington today is basking in the mellow 
rays of a genuine peace wave. Peace is 
‘in the air,’ and the prevailing feeling 
is in marked contrast to that which has 
had possession of the national capital up 
to within a few hours.” It would be in- 
teresting to know the strength and per- 
sonnel of these heavy battalions which 


have been swept into Washington by this 


wave of peace. There is a suspicion abroad 
that these heavy battalions are composed 
of Mark Hanna, Levi P. Morton, and the 
stock gamblers of Wall street. 

The same staff correspondent says that 
since the defensive fifty million appropria- 
tion was passed by Congress there has 
ensued a season of calm reflection in 
which people ask themselves what all this 
commotion is about.” 

Is this really true? The “ commotion” 
is not a matter of a few days. It has 
been going on for three years. It is a 
* commotion about the murder and starva- 
tion of thousands of people, and for four 
weeks past it has been a commotion over 
the explosion of a United States warship 
and the killing of hundreds of American 
seamen by Spanish treachery. It would be 
interesting to know who these people are 
who are so anxious to know what this 
“commotion” is all about. Are they the 
patriotic people of the country or are they 
the stock gamblers? Have the patriotic 
people of the couhtry, witnessing the calm 
attitude of the Wall street stock gamblers, 
begun to change their minds and to ask 
whether it is necessary to make such a 


| fuss about a few hundred thousand Cubans 


who were being murdered and starved, and 
a few hundred American seamen killed, and 
whether it is not better to submit to in- 
sults and treachery rather than avenge 
them? 

Again says this peace and surrender pol- 
troon correspondent: * Roughly speaking it 
was figured that a war with Spain would 
cost anywhere from $500,000,000 to $1,000,- 
000,000 in money and a vast host of men, 
possibly 100,000.” 

These are most extraordinary wild scare 
figures and it would be interesting to know 
how they were calculated and who calcu- 
lated them. A war with Spain would not 
cost a tenth of the money, or a mere frac- 
tion of the lives might be lost from ex- 
posure or bad food or sickness. The 
authors of these wild figures are the Wall 
street lying stock gamblers.

If they will 
rush their work, stopping for nothing, so 
that the water may be turned on next year, 
the people will very soon forget all past 
delays. | 

But if the trustees do not keep their prom- 
ise and the people have to keep on boiling 
their water through 1899 and into 1900 there 
will be some very loud grumbling. When 
the taxpayers began handing over the first 
few millions of the thirty millions the work 
will cost they éxpected they would have 
the interest on their money, in the form of 
pure water, before 1899.

THE SPANISH AND AMERICAN NAVIES 

According to a statement credited to 
Judge H. L. Wait, a former officer of the 
United States navy, while we are fully 
equal to Spain in big battle-ships,” the 
latter has the advantage of us in torpedoes,, 
torpedo boats, and torpedo boat destroyers. 
Whether or not the destruction of the Maine 
was due to one of these agencies there will 
be considerable interest in reference to the 
truth or untruth of the following statement: 

The last report of the Secretary of the Navy 
states that Spain has fifty torpedo boats and that 
we have six. The same report states that Spain 
has four modern torpedo boat destroyers capable 
of making thirty knots an hour, a most effective 
vessel in modern warfare. The same report states 
that we have 150 Whitehead torpedoes scattered 
all along our coasts. England has 7,000 of these, 
the most effective of the torpedoes, whiie the 
other European nations have numbers in like 
proportion, 


This having been, as claimed, matter of 
official information on the part of the Navy 
Department three months ago—and there- 
fore known to the administration—there 
will be a very general curiosity to know 
what provision has been made to meet this 
alleged disparity in naval strength. Have 
these facts been before Congress for nearly 
four months past, and that body—until a 
week ago—oblivious of their significance 
and utterly neglectful of its duty to prepare 
for a possible emergency such as they might 
imply? 

While Tun Trisune has all along be- 
lieved it the duty of the administration to 
be prepared for the very emergency which 
seems now to be pressing upon it, it has no 
sympathy with any hysterical outburst of 
sudden patriotism, which would be as im- 
potent in-the face of a real danger as it is 
weak and childish, This is not the method 
which should characterize the policy of a 
sagacious government under any circum- 
stances—least of all under circumstances 
which have been threatening the peace of 
the nation for three years past. 

If we are to have a war with Spain at all 
it will be largely, if not wholly, a naval war. 
These questions, therefore, become of vital 
importance in such a crisis as the present, 
and there will be a universal interest in the 
explanation which the Navy department 
may have to make on the subject. 

If the disparity as described exists the 
government and Congress have been crim- 
inally negligent if effective steps have not 
been taken to more than counteractit. Has 
the delay and apparent inaction of the 
Navy department been due to that fact? 
If so, it would have been wiser for the gov- 
ernment to strike quickly before Spain 
could get its navy in position for resistance. 


As ro that insolent Spaniard who wants to 
fight a duel, there is plenty of money ready 
to put up on the proposition that our Sen- 
ator Billy Mason can talk him to death at 
twenty paces.

LAW VIOLATION ALLEGED

Judges and Clerks in the Fourth Dis-

The Fourth District of the Twenty-seventh

to investigate. Charges were preferred

The witnesses, who made statements that 
the accused men accepted the votes of seven 
challenged voters without requiring them to 
support their affidavits by the affidavits of 
two householders, then counted them, and 
subsequently threw them out in order to 
change the result, were Charles A. Stone- 
berg, E. C. Harmon, A. M. Cross, William 
Peacock, and A. J. Nowlan. 

There was a fight in the Twenty-seventh 
Ward against the machine as represented 
by Fred Eldred, Central Committeeman, 
with William H. Julian as its candidate for 
Alderman. When the vote as cast in this 
district was counted the result showed a 
majority of three for delegates opposed to 
the Julian ticket, the figures being 78 to T5. 
Then the machine crowd set up a howl 
against the seven ballots of the ohellenged 
voters, six of which were for the opposition 
being counted; and the judges finally threw 
them out. ; 

The commissioners set the case for hear- 
ing next Wednesday. Mr. Easley sad that

TALK OF THE NEW PRIMARY LAW 


Democrats Who Were Successful Praise 
It and the Defeated Condemn 
the Measure. 
Hugh Curran of the Tenth Ward and Gas 
Inspector O'Connor of the Seventeenth 
wandered around in each other’s company 


yesterday afternoon. The two men had 
never been intimate, but a tellfw-feeling

FROM “TRIBUNE” FILES. 
Active Champion of Franchise 
Grabbing Corporations. 


FLAGRANT CASES RECALLED, 


John H. Colvin, the Democratic nominee 
for Alderman in the Twenty-second Ward, 
has a record. He has served several terms 
in the body he is now attempting to break 
into again. In order that the voters may 
understand what kind of a man he is there 
is herewith reprinted an article from THE 
TRIBUNE of April 3, 1896, when he was try- 
ing, as he is now, to get a position where 
his services would be of value to street rail- 
pee and other corporations. That article 
said: 

John H. Colvin entered the City Council 
from the old Sixteenth, now the Twenty- 
second, Ward in the spring of 1882, His 
first opportunity to range himself on the side 
of franchise-grabbing corporations came in 
the session of June 5, 1882, when he voted for 
an ordinance to turn over a.part of the Lake- 
Front Park to the Baltimore and Ohio rail- 
road. The ordinance was beaten. 

„On June 12, 1882, Alderman Colvin in- 
troduced an ordinance instructing the Mayor 
and Commissioner of Public Works to take 
possession cf the Exposition Building on 
the lake front for the use ot the city. It was 
then thought likely that the exposition peo- 
ple saw the point. Colvin never pressed it. 

“The first appearance as the champion 
of street railway corporations made by the 
man who is now trying to break into the 
Council again was on July. 10,1882. He then 
voted and spoke against a general ordinance 
requiring street cars to stop for passengers 
in the middle of long blocks as well as at 


crossings. 

se On April 30, 1883, Colvin voted for an 
ordinance granting the Pennsylvania rail- 
way company the right to lay tracks across 
West Water and Canal streets without any 
pay for the use of the streets. 

On May 7, 1883, Colvin voted for an ordi- 
nance by which the District Telegraph com- 
pany was given a franchise to string wires 
along and over all streets and alleys of the 
city. No remuneration was-exacted. 


Blanket Franchise Extension. 


„On entering his second year of service as 
an Alderman Colvin was appointed chair- 
man of the Committee on Streets and Alleys 
North, and two months later, on July 30, he 
showed his appreciation of his duties by 
actively supporting the blanket ordinances 
extending the franchises of all the street 
railway companies of the city for twenty 
years. As a sop to the public the ordinance 
prescribed the annual license fee of $50 a 

ear, 
sey Colvin wound up the year on Dec. 10 by 
voting for an ordinance giving the Chicago 
and Evanston railway company the right to 
lay more tracks in Hawthorne avenue. 
Fourteen days later he aided in passing the 
measure over Mayor Harrison's veto. 

“On April 21, 1884, Colvin helped give the 
Adams street bridge and right of way in 
Adams, Desplaines, Harrison, and Twelfth 
streets, Western avenue, and other West 
Side streets to the Chicago Horse and Dum- 
my railway company, now a part of the 
Yerkes system. 

On June 7, 1884, the North Chicago Street 
railway company asked the Council for the 
privilege of changing its motive power from 
horse to cable. Colvin enthusiastically op- 
posed all efforts to secure concessions. 

These were some of the proposed amend- 
ments he fought and defeated: An amend- 
ment requiring the company to sell twenty- 
five ride tickets for a dollar; an amendment 
providing for rides for a single fare from 
Lincoln Park to Twelfth street and to Ash- 
land avenue; an ordinance requiring the 
company to keep its tracks clear of snow and 
not to pile the snow on either side of the 
tracks so as to obstruct travel. 


Votes Away Tunnel and Loop. 


“On July 19, 1886, John H. Colvin voted 
away the La Salle street tunnel to the same 
ruilway company, and threw in the South 
Side loop franchise, worth $1,000,000 more. 
lie permitted the company be required to 
build bridges at Clark and Wells streets, but 
reiused to allow the minority to saddle the 
road with an expense of $1,000 a year to 
maintain the bridges. 

“When a reform grand jury, some time 
later, began to take a curious interest in the 
methods by which ordinances were passed 
Colvin found it convenient to sacrifice the 
last year of his third term and his hopes 
of reélection for a hurried trip to Europe.” 

On April 1 of the same year THE TRIBUNE 
had this to say of another phase of Mr. 
Colvin's life and character: 

“In 1879 and 1880 Colvin was a hanger-on

came in 1881, when he secured the nomina- 
tion for Alderman and was elected through 
the friendly offices of S. B. Chase. 

„He had not been in the Council more 
than a year or two before he became one 


of the ‘ Big Four.’ 


Colvin Buys Real Estate. 

*“ Colvin began to buy real estate and build 
houses. He built a house at 23 Beethoven 
place, where he lived. He bought various 
properties, among others a lot in Prairie 
avenue, for which he has recently got the 
Board of Education to offer him $208 a foot, 
when, as afterwards wes shown, property 
around it of equal value had just been sold 
for $125 a foot. 

During his five years’ actual service in 
the Council railroad ordinances, gas fran- 
chises, and other public rights were voted 
away by Colvin and his friends without 
any return to the public, but he went on 
buying real estate, including a ranch in 
Florida.“ 

Nothing has occurred since to change the 
estimate in which Mr. Colvin was then held 
by those who knew him. That the voters 
of the Twenty-second Ward had a just idea 
of the man then was proven by the fact 
that they rejected him at the polls by an 
overwhelming majority. There is no eyi- 
dence they have changed their minds about 
him since. |

Lord Rosebery expressed his surprise to 
find himself in a sort of convivial council 
of war.““ In expressing his regret at the 
iliness of Lord Salisbury, he testified to the 
latter’s “matchless knowledge of foreign 
affairs.”” He said that if the country em- 
barked in war he trusted the people would 
see to it that they got value for the sacrifice 
involved. 

Rear Admiral Charles Beresford, member 
of Parliament for York City, strongly urged 
that Great Britain should acquire Mirs Bay, 
near Hongkong, to serve asa naval base and 
4o place England on an equality with Russia 
and Germany. Otherwise,” he said, 
Great Britain will have to double the 
strength of her fleet in Chinese waters.” 

The Rt.-Hon. Charles T. Ritchie, President 
of the Board of Trade, expressed his belief 
that the dispute with France in West Africa 
would be amicably settled. 

The Duke of Norfolk, Earl Marshal of 
England and Postmaster General, Baron 
Herschell, Mr. George Curzon, Parliament- 
ary Secretary for the Foreign office, and 
ethers spoke, all making sympathetic refer- 
ence to Lord Salisbury.

GERMAN FORCES LEAVE CRETE. 


Now That Creditors Have Been Satisfied 
Interest in the Island Sudden- 
ly Wanes. 


Canea, Island of Crete, March 16.—The 
German flag was hauled down today and the 
German marines who have been doing duty 
ashore embarked on board the German bat- | 
tleship Oldenburg. The international troops 
composing the garrison rendered military 
honors to the departing German forces. 

Berlin, March 16.—The Cologne Gazette, 
commenting upon the hauling down of the 
German flag in Crete, says the departure of 
the German battleship Oldenburg does not 
signify a cessation of the concert of the 
powers, but merely means that, now that the 
affairs of the German creditors of Greece 
have been settled. Germany has but little 
interest in the destinies of Crete, which con- 
cern France, Russia, and England.” 

London, March 17.—The continental news- 
papers generally regard Germany’s with- 
drawal from Crete as heralding the in- 
stallation of Prince George of Greece as 
Governor of the island.
